COMPLAINT FOR WRIT OF MANDAMUS AND DECLARATORY RELIEF 


Plaintiff, NELLIE L. KING, THE LAW OFFICES OF NELLIE L. KING, P.A., by and 
through undersigned counsel, NELLIE L. KING and JOSEPH G. SCONZO, sues Defendant, 
CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, and alleges: 


Introduction 

1. This is an action seeking mandamus and declaratory relief for a violation of the 
Florida Public Records Act. Plaintiff contends that the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, 
refuses to perform its statutory duty to make public records in its possession available for 
inspection and copying. 


Jurisdiction 

2. This Court has jurisdiction under Art. I, Sec. 24, of the Florida Constitution, and 
Section 119.07, Florida Statutes. This Court has jurisdiction to issue a writ of mandamus under 
Art. V, Section 5(b), Fla. Const. 

3. The facts and circumstances giving rise to this dispute and which create the need 
for relief occurred and relate to records maintained in the custody of the CITY OF DELRAY 
BEACH, FLORIDA, in Palm Beach County, Florida. This cause of action accrued in Palm Beach 










County, Florida, and the property in litigation (i.e., records in the possession of the CITY OF 
DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA), are located in Palm Beach County, Florida. 

Parties 

4. Plaintiff, NELLIE L. KING, THE LAW OFFICES OF NELLIE L. KING, P.A., is 
a citizen and a corporation doing business in the State of Florida. 

5. Defendant, CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, is a political subdivision of 
the State of Florida. The CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, is the official custodian of, and 
has possession of, certain public records sought by Plaintiff. 

General Allegations 

6. On April 3 and May 10, 2019, Plaintiff made Public Records Requests for certain 
records in the possession of the Defendant, CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, through her 
investigative staff, MICHAEL DONOHOE of LIVE OAK INVESTIGATIONS. See “Exhibits 1 
and 2,” attached hereto. 

7. The multiple Chapter 119 Public Records Requests seek the production of evidence 
collected by the Delray Beach Police Department in State of Florida v. Bethany Fedor enchik, Palm 
Beach County Criminal Case Number 2019MM003721AXX. The records sought were collected 
by law enforcement officer CHRISTOPHER TRAPASSO, who, at the time the records were 
collected, was conducting the official business of the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, in 
his capacity as an officer with the Delray Beach Police Department. The “official business” aspect 
of these records is demonstrated by “Exhibit 3,” attached. The records were collected, stored on a 
thumb drive, and turned over to the Evidence Department of the Delray Beach Police Department. 

8. It is irrefutable that OFFICER TRAPASSO collected these public records in the 
scope of official Delray Beach City business. “Exhibit 4,” attached, represents the Property and 
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Evidence Voucher prepared by the Delray Beach Police Department reference the thumb drive 
sought by the Plaintiff. This voucher lists, among other items collected by Delray officers, the 
“purple thumb 100 thousand text messages from victim’s personal phone (P. 4 of “Exhibit 4,” 
wherein the thumb drive is referenced as “No. 1, Bag 9, Item 9”).” 

9. The evidence collected by OFFICER TRAPASSO in his official capacity as an 
employee of the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, was then made known, and transmitted, 
to the Palm Beach County State Attorney’s Office. The Palm Beach County State Attorney’s 
Office then also listed the records as evidence in the Fedorenchik matter, as indicated in Paragraphs 
K and M of “Defendant/Evidence List,” attached as “Exhibit 5.” 

10. The Defendant acknowledged the Public Records Requests on multiple occasions 
and in varying fonns of communications. On May 30, 2019, the Defendant responded to this 
Chapter 119 Request by indicating, “your request is being processed.” The Defendant 
simultaneously submitted an invoice for payment to the Plaintiff for the production of the subject 
records. The Public Records Request was internally numbered P002675-053019 by the Defendant. 

11. On June 12, 2019, counsel for the Defendant, LAWONDA WARREN, refused to 
produce the records lawfully sought pursuant to Chapter 119, stating, “The additional downloaded 
cell phone data was not made or received in connection with a transaction of official business 
(criminal investigation) by our department.” See “Exhibit 6,” attached. The Defendant does not 
assert the records are confidential in nature. Rather, the Defendant asserts that, despite OFFICER 
TRAPASSO’s collection of the records as part of a criminal investigation thoroughly documented 
in corresponding police reports, while he was on duty, the officer was not acting in his official 
capacity when the records were collected. 
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12. As of the time of this writing, the Defendant, the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, 
FLORIDA, has failed to provide any of the requested records. 

13. The refusal and delay in producing the requested records is unreasonable, unlawful, 
and constitutes a denial of access to public records. 

LEGAL CLAIMS 
COUNT I 

14. Plaintiff repeats the allegations set forth in paragraphs 1 through 12 above as if fully 
set forth herein. 

15. This is an action for mandamus under Rule 1.630 for violation of the Public Records 

Act. 

16. As custodian of public records, the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, has 
a duty to permit the inspection of all public records. 

17. Plaintiff has a legal and constitutional right to inspect all public records to which 
no statutory exemption applies. Art. I, § 24(a), Fla. Const.; § 119.07(l)(a), Fla. Stat. 

18. Plaintiff made numerous requests to inspect public records, including on April 3 
and May 10, 2019. 

19. The CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, has failed to timely provide Plaintiff 
with the requested records. 

20. The refusal to provide Plaintiff with the requested records violates the Public 
Records Act. 

21. Plaintiff has no other adequate remedy at law. 

22. Plaintiff seeks and is entitled to an accelerated hearing under § 119.11(1), Florida 
Statutes. 
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23. Plaintiff is entitled to recover reasonable attorney fees and costs incurred in 
bringing this action under § 119.12, Florida Statutes. See also Bd. of Trustees, Jacksonville Police 
& Fire Pension Fund v. Lee, 189 So. 3d 120 (Fla. 2016). 

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff respectfully prays that this Court enter a judgment granting the 
requested relief of: 

A. an accelerated hearing; 

B. requiring the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, to make the requested 
records available to Plaintiff on an immediate basis; 

C. a declaration of relief that the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, unlawfully 
withheld public records from inspection and copying; 

E. a judgment awarding costs and attorney’s fees; and 

F. any such other relief as the Court deems appropriate. 

ARGUMENT 

Plaintiff seeks to inspect certain records in the custody of the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, 
FLORIDA. Plaintiff contends that the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, has failed to 
perform mandatory duties to make public records available for inspection. Mandamus is the 
appropriate remedy to enforce violations of the Public Records Law. See Smith v. State, 696 So. 
2d 814, 816 (Fla. 2d DCA 1997) (for purposes of mandamus relief under the Public Records Act, 
disclosure of public records is a mandatory act). 

In Radford v. Brock, 914 So. 2d 1066 (Fla. 2d DCA 2006), the Second District Court of 
Appeal outlined the requirements for issuance of an alternative writ of mandamus: 
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A party petitioning for a writ of mandamus must establish a clear 
legal right to performance of the act requested, an indisputable legal 
duty, and no adequate remedy at law. When a trial court receives a 
petition for a writ of mandamus, its initial task is assessing the 
petition to detennine whether it is facially sufficient. If it is not 
facially sufficient, the court may dismiss the petition. If the petition 
is facially sufficient, the court must issue an alternative writ of 
mandamus requiring the respondent to show cause why the writ 
should not be issued. 

914 So. 2d at 1067-68 (internal citations and quotation marks omitted). See also Moore v. Ake, 639 
So. 2d 697, 698 (Fla. 2d DCA 1997) and Quigley v. Satz, 596 So. 2d 753 (Fla. 4 th DCA 1992)(a 
petitioner is not required to serve the respondent with the complaint and could not serve the 
alternative writ until the trial court had perfonned the tasks required of it under the rule). 

As demonstrated below, Plaintiff has established all of the above requirements, and an 
order to show cause or alternative writ of mandamus should issue forthwith directing the CITY 
OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, to show cause why the requested relief should not be granted. 
A. Clear Legal Right 

To be entitled to a writ of mandamus, a party must allege a violation of a clear legal right 
and the breach of an indisputable legal duty. Clay County Educ. Ass'n v. Clay County Sch. Bd., 
144 So. 3d 708, 709 (Fla. 1st DCA 2014). 

Section 119.07(1), Florida Statutes, provides that: 

Every person who has custody of a public record shall permit the record to be 
inspected and copied by any person desiring to do so, at any reasonable time, under 
reasonable conditions, and under supervision by the custodian of the public records. 

In Nat'l Collegiate Athletic Ass’n v. Associated Press, 18 So. 3d 1201, 1210 (Fla. 1st DCA 2009), 

the First District Court of Appeal stated, “[t]he plain meaning of this statute is that the public 

records law can be enforced against any person who has custody of public records, whether that 

person is employed by the public agency creating or receiving the records or not.” Id. at 1210. 
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All citizens of this State enjoy the right to inspect public records. Indeed, this right is not 
only a statutory right under § 119.07(1), Fla. Stat., but has been elevated by the citizens of Florida 
to constitutional status. Art. I, § 24(a), Fla. Const. The Florida Public Records Act was enacted 
to promote public awareness and knowledge of government actions in order to ensure that 
governmental officials and agencies remain accountable to the people. WFTV, Inc. v. School 
Board of Seminole County, 874 So. 2d 48, 52 (Fla. 5 th DCA 2004). “An individual's reason for 
requesting a public record is irrelevant.” Barfield v. Sell. Bd. of Manatee County, 135 So. 3d 560, 
562 (Fla. 2d DCA 2014). The burden is on the Defendant to demonstrate that the requested records 
are exempt and the statutory basis for such an exemption. Id. 

The Petition alleges that the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, failed to comply 
with its statutory duties in responding to the records requests by failing to furnish any responsive 
records. 

Plaintiff, therefore, has established a clear legal right to the relief requested. 

B, Mandatory Duty 

As the custodian of the requested records, the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, 
has a mandatory statutory duty to pennit inspection of any record or any portion thereof which is 
not subject to any statutory exemption. The CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, also has a 
mandatory duty to state in writing any applicable statutory exemption it contends applies to the 
requested records as well as a duty to produce any non-exempt portion of a record after redacting 
any exempt portion. See § 119.07(l)(d), (e) and (f). 

The CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, has no discretion but to state in writing any 
applicable statutory exemption, explain with particularity its reasons for the conclusion that any 
applicable exemption applies to the records, and produce any non-exempt portion after redaction 
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of the exempt portion. Otherwise the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, must produce the 
requested records. 

Here, the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, relies not on any statutory exemption 
under Fla. Stat. Sect. 119.071 in refusing to produce the public records. Rather, the CITY OF 
DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, makes the spurious claim that OFFICER TRAPASSO was “not 
acting in connection with a transaction of official business.” This assertion is controverted by 
the corresponding police reports and by the “evidence trail:” the records were included in the 
evidence lists of the collecting entity, the Defendant (“Exhibit 4”), as well as a receiving agency, 
the State Attorney’s Office (“Exhibit 5”). 

The response by the CITY OF DELRAY BEACH, FLORIDA, is in direct violation of the 

letter and spirit of Chapter 119. The right to access public records is of constitutional dimension. 

See Art. I, Sec. 24(a), Fla. Const. As emphasized in by the Florida Supreme Court: 

Florida courts have articulated that the purpose of the Public Records Act, in broad 
tenns, is “to open public records to allow Florida's citizens to discover the actions 
of their government.” Rent v. State, 46 So.3d 1047, 1049 (Fla. 4th DCA 2010) 
{quoting Christy v. Palm Beach Cty. Sheriffs Office, 698 So.2d 1365, 1366 (Fla. 

4th DCA 1997)). This Court, in particular, has described the right of access to 
public records as a “cornerstone of our political culture.” In re Report & 
Recommendations of Judicial Mgmt. Council of Fla. on Privacy & Elec. Access to 
Court Records, 832 So.2d 712, 713 (Fla.2002). 

Bd. of Trustees, Jacksonville Police & Fire Pension Fund v. Lee, 189 So. 3d 120, 124 (Fla. 

2016). 


C. No Adequate Remedy 

Plaintiff has no other adequate remedy at law. Mandamus is the appropriate remedy for 
violations of the Public Records Law. Yasirv. Forman, 149 So. 3d 107, 108 (Fla. 4th DCA 2014); 
Smith v. State, 696 So. 2d at 816. 
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D. Accelerated Hearing 

Plaintiff is entitled to an immediate hearing under § 119.11(1), which provides that: 

[w]henever an action is filed to enforce the provisions of this 
chapter, the court shall set an immediate hearing, giving the case 
priority over other pending cases. 

Clay County Educ. Ass'n v. Clay County Sch. Bd., 144 So. 3d 708, 709 (Fla. 1st DCA 2014) 
(immediate hearing was required when action seeking public records is fded). See Woodfaulk v. 
State, 935 So. 2d 1225, 1227 (Fla. 5th DCA 2006) (trial court abused its discretion in refusing 
immediate hearing as filing of mandamus action itself triggered requirement that court set 
immediate hearing under § 119.11(1)). See also Salvador v. Fennelly, 593 So. 2d 1091, 1093 (Fla. 
4th DCA 1992). 

E, Attorney’s Fees and Costs 

Attorney’s fees and costs are proper because there is no basis for withholding the requested 
records. See Office of the State Attorney for 13 th Jud. Cir. v. Gonzalez, 953 So. 2d 759, 764 (Fla. 
2d DCA 2007) (attorney’s fees awardable under § 119.12 when (1) a court finds that the basis for 
withholding the requested records is improper or (2) when an agency unlawfully delays producing 
public records). A good faith but mistaken belief that an exemption applies to shield public records 
does not preclude an award of attorney’s fees. Times Publishing Co. v. Clerk of St. Petersburg, 
558 So. 2d 487, 495 (Fla. 2d DCA 1990). As the Florida Supreme Court recently stated in Bd. of 
Trustees, Jacksonville Police & Fire Pension Fund v. Lee, 189 So. 3d 120 (Fla. 2016), awarding 
attorney’s fees under § 119.12 “is not contingent on a finding of the public agency's 
unreasonableness or bad faith before allowing for an award of attorney's fees under the Public 
Records Act.” Id. at 127.
